Located in Downtown Edwardsville, the Wildey Theatre opened in 1909 as an 
opera house and a second floor meeting hall for the Independent Order of Odd 
Fellows. Throughout the years, the Wildey has undergone many 
transformations. It was designated as a “local landmark” in 1986 by the 
Edwardsville Historic Preservation Commission and purchased by the City in 
1999 with a state grant. On April 12, 2011, the newly renovated Wildey 
Theatre re-opened to the public as a venue for live music, theatrical 
performances and movies.
